The nine-ton truck was held up at the Swiss border last week as it 
was arriving from Moscow. A Soviet (tfndal aboard the truck refused 
to ^low inspection by customs agents on the ground that the seven 
tons ^ freij^t constimt^ diplomatic baggage. 

Swiss officials, saying that such a large shipment could not be 
considered diplomatic, sealed the rear of the irudt and accompanied 
it to Uie Soviet diplomatic mission in Geneva. The vehicle remained 
unopened pending negotiations. 

Soviet diplomats first said the contents comprised office equipaoeni 
such as typewriters for a new office building. 

The Swus govenunem argued that the shipment could not come 
under terms ^ the Vienna Convention on diplomatic baggage.

When Castro Tries Talks 


Last spring Fidel Castro announced with a 
flourish that it would lalci* a “lotal change" in 
the U.S. outlook for any improvement of U.S.- 
Cuba n relations to come about. There hu 
hem DO sudi change, but meanwhile he is 
taking a more modest and promising tack. 
Quietly Mr. Castro has just sent a high-level 
del^ation to New York to discuss immigra- 
don iMtiers with U.S. (rfficials. Flans for these 
negotiations, the Re^an administration's first 
uitb Havana, were on the slow track until 
Jesse Jackson visited Cuba last month and 
pushed them onto a faster one. 

Apart from the handful of prisoners Mr. 
Castro presented to Mr. Jackson, few Cubans 
have crossed the water since the Castro gov- 
emment slif^ied large numbers of crimioals 
and mental patients into the group of people 
allowed to leave from the port of Mariel in 
1980. Thai was a cynical stroke, and two U.S. 
presidents hax’e since demanded that Cuba 
take bade those of ^ Mariel enugrants who 
CQ^d not be absorbed into U.S. society. This is 
a jiut demand, but making it a condtion for 
taking up other immigration questions has had 


the effect of holding up the departure of thou- 
sands of Cubans whom Havana is ready to let 
go. This is the first knot chat the new tgfks will 
have to unde if the United States is to fulfill its 
historical c^e as refuge and if Cuba is to regain 
its use of emigration as a safety valve. 

The abiding largo' sulject of concern is that, 
2S years after Fidel Castro look power, Cuba 
remains substantially isolated from most of its 
neighbors and unnaturally dependent on an 


alien power, the Soviet Union. In the 1970s,

NEW YORK — Izvestia, the S(^ 
riet govenunent newspaper, has 
questioned the handling ex the in- 
vestigation of an envinmmental di- 
saster that polluted a major river in 
the Ukraine, depriving sev^ cit- 
ies qS drinkmg water. 

Under the heaHiin^ **Why U the 
Trial Bring Put 0^ the paper 
reported dm four offidab arrested 
on su^ucion of n^^igence had 
been freed pending ■ a gedoric 
. study of the area around Strin&, 
where a dam hoidiii g back an artifi- 
cial lake of hi^y toxic salt brine 
gave way in S^iember. 

The break opened a gqi approxi- 
matdy 60 yards (55 meters) wide 
and IS yards deep, turning loose a 
billion gallons of concentrated 
brine that had been dunqied by a 
fertilizer plant. 

The flood oi semiliquid waste 
tore across a highway and railroad 
and roilled into the Dniestr River, 
traveling downstream for nearly 
300 miles (480 kilometers) and pol- 
luting the water source for a lai^ 
r^on including the port cS Odes- 
sa, a dty of a mtilion people. It was 
one of the largest environmental 
disasters in Soviet history. 

Still, it is rare for a Soiriet news- 
paper to press a law enforcement 
official about the delay of a trial 

The Izvestia article said criminal 
proceedings had been started 
aga^t four offidals in charge of 
design, coDSiruclion and mainte- 
nance of the dam. None has bem 
identified. They were arrest^ and 
held pending trial. 

The precise date of tbrir release 
is unclear but in late June on Izves- 
tia reporter called an assistant 
prosecutor in the Ukraine to ask 
why they had been freed.

As a deagner, he is given credit 
for taking women out their con-

An Deoo-in^ired and more ar- 
chitectural than Chand, Patou was 
a modernist with a strong sense of 
tradition, who saw clothes as being 
for real life, to be worn again and 
again. He was the first to make 
jer^‘ bathing suits, a suntan oO 
which still sells, something he 
cdlcd “les rieos" (accessories and 
perfumes) and he was first with 
spelling out his logo on sports 
shirts — an idea soon foIlowiM by 
many. 

But his greatest coup was to dis- 
cover a vital dement in the sman 
life of the 70s — sport.

"There is no such thing as a 

natural athlete." .Arnoi believes. 

J. Sinmson 
pitching baseball or Tracy caul- 
kins bike racing. Each person has 
a very speafic and limited set of 
skills. No one has the whole pack- 
age." 

As a child. Amot was rather 
klutzy at team sports himself. 
"They used to stick me out in left 
field, where 1 could do the (east 
amount of damage.” he related. 
“I couldn't see the ball and I was 
terribly unpopular." .As a result, 
he saiiL he grew up with “a tre- 
mendous sort of disrespect for 
team sports and the people who 
played them." 

When he was 14. a physiologist 
told him that because of his loifg, 
lean frame he could become a 
gu«id cyclist, long-distance run- 
ner and' skier, so he took them up 
and soon excelled. Today he runs 
marathons and competes in 
cross-country skiing, wind-surf- 
ing. cycling and sp^ skating. 

.Arnoi's book covers the skills 
needed for seven sports — tennis, 
cycling, wind-surfing, swimming, 
downhill skiing, cross-country 
skiing and running — with illus- 
trated physical tests. Asked why 
he had chosen those particular 
sports. Amot smiled and said: "I 
was selfish — I do all seven." He 
added that they are sports that 
people can start later in.life.

He sounded like j sociology 
professor when asked why he 
thought adults would want to be- 
mn a new sport: *^15 is a time of 
declining expwtations. and not 
everyone is going to have a Rolls- 
Royce or an estate.
